G*S*R. 554.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and all other 
powers enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Railway

Short title and commencement :

Amendment of rule 9 i

Service. 

Amendment of rule 14 : 

3. In rule 14 of the said rules, the sub-rule (3), under 
the heading “IT-Lower Division Grade”, in item (ii) after 
clause (c), the following clause shall be inserted, namely 

“(d) Northwithstanding anything contained in Clause 
(a), the seniority of persons falling in the category 
specified in sub-rule (ID) of Rule 9 shall be such 
as may be determined by the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Railways/'
